Football . . . Season of 1939 


Football practice opened early in September 
with many a query as to Alton's chances in '39. 
No one seemed very enthusiastic about any chance 
for the Redbirds to go places. However, Coach 
Jackson set to work along with his new assistant — 
Geddes. Geddes played his college football at 
Oregon State. The squad was large and Jureziz — 
another new man on our coaching staff — helped 
out by taking the boys who were too light or too 
inexperienced for tough football this year and 
worked with them looking toward 1940. Coach 
Jackson had Schreiber, Schwartz, Diaz, Redmond, 
McCaskill, Lazar, Moore, Stallings, Beane and 
Wood for a group around which to build. All 
these men had been regulars or had seen some 
service in the 1938 campaign. One thing evident 
from the first day was this the Redbird outfit 
was light and how could this be overcome? Then, 
too, a new center to take the place of 138 lb. 
Chuck Tack well must be found. But from prob- 
lems to the regular season we shall go. 


Central of St. Louis helped the Redbirds pry 
off the lid for the 1939 football season. Schwartz 
and Schrieber at ends, Diaz and Lowery as tackles, 
Gaines and Ash at guards, Moore, center, Wood at 
quarterback, McCaskill and Redmond as half- 
backs, and Lazar at fullback were starters. Before 
the game had gone very far it appeared that the 
Redbirds might be a tough team to beat since 
they were passing accurately, blocking and punting 
well, and playing smoothly. When the final 
whistle was tooted the press found Alton had 
won 25-0 while nearly every player on the Alton 
High squad had had a chance to play. 

Madison was the first opponent in conference 
play and they threw up such a strong defense 
that the first quarter had Alton fans wondering 
what might happen. In the second quarter passes 
began to fly with Lazar, Redmond, McCaskill and 
Schwartz having much to do with this “air” 
barrage. Thirty-five Redbirds saw service in the 
game and our third string players were on Madi-

son’s 2 yard line when the game ended. Touch- 
downs were scored by McCaskill, Redmond, 
Lazar 2. Madison had lost 28-0. 

Edwardsville Tigers were all set to go places 
in the conference this year and owned some nice 
wins when the Redbirds journeyed there for the 
third game of the season. Using the "airways” 
in the third quarter, Wood, Schwartz, Redmond, 
Lazar and McCaskill tossed, passed over, around 
and past Edwardsville so effectively that the 
Tigers had to eat "crow" while McCaskill took 
the touchdown pass for what proved to be the 
victory. Late in the fourth quarter the Tigers 
drove to the Alton 3 yard line but Stallings and 
Moore played a hand in giving Alton the ball. 
Stallings replaced Schreiber at right end when 
Bob was injured in this game. Jim never gave up 


his line position during the remainder of the year. 
A Redbird victory 6-0. 

Wood River brought a good and heavy team 
to Alton and at least 1200 fans. Secret practice 
sessions for a week had the Oilers at their best. 
They were all set to stop Schwartz as a pass 
receiver. So — the Alton light-weights played 

straight football on the ground. Near the end of 
the first quarter McCaskill caught the “coffin 
corner” and the ball went out of bounds on the 
Oiler 1 yard line. Joe Astroth punted to the 29 
but Alton carried the ball to the 2 yard line as the 
quarter ended. Two plays in quarter 2 netted an 
Alton touchdown by McCaskill. In the fourth 
quarter Lazar recovered an Oiler fumble. He 
shot an unexpected pass to Schwartz on our first 
play that was stopped on the 1 1 yard line. Lazar

scored on the third line play. Wood River was 
defeated for Alton's 12th victory over the Oilers 
in 16 years — score 12-0. 

By now it was evident that the winner of the 
East St. Louis-Alton battle had a fine chance of 
winning the conference. The weather was not 
ideal for a game and the Packers seemed to get 
most of the breaks of the game. Each team respect' 
ed the others power so much that it soon became 
a battle of defenses. Alton got in hot water 
early in the first quarter when one of our punts 
rolled out on Alton’s 11 yard line. Alton held at 
the 5 yard stripe and East Side’s greatest op' 
portunity to score was gone. Naughton proved 
to be our best punter of the evening. WTMV 
of East St. Louis gave Schwartz a big hand both 
as to playing ability and “captaining" his squad. 


Belleville called on the Redbirds and found the 
“Birds” to be plenty tough as well as out for 
revenge for the tricks the Maroons had used in 
’38 to give us our worst defeat in six years. The 
“airways” fairly boomed with Alton passes dur- 
ing the evening and with four minutes of play the 
Conference Champs of ’38 saw Alton score a 
touchdown and point. Passes either netted or 
set up the other touchdowns. In the 3rd quarter 
Belleville needed only half a yard for first down 
but a line buck failed and Alton drove through 
for a touchdown immediately thereafter and then 
added another while Belleville became the first 
team to cross our goal line in ’39. Redmond 2 
and McCaskill scoring for Alton in our best air 
attack so far in the season. Final count 20-7 Alton,

1939-40 Basketball 


The Redbirds in the hardwood sport found a 
new coaching set-up when the season got under 
way. As coach we found Robert Geddes who 
came to us after five years at Ritenour High in 
St. Louis County, Mo., where he enjoyed a 
successful athletic career. As assistant coach we 
found Antone Jureziz who came to us after nine 
years at Jennings High in St. Louis County, Mo. 

Geddes and Jureziz found a big task in building 
a team since Pinkerton, Lazar, Campbell, and 
Freeman were the only ones from the first team 
squad of last year on hand and of these Lazar 
and Pinkerton were to be through at the end of 
the first semester. Many new faces were on hand 
and the coaches set to work to see what could be 
done toward building a formidable team. 

The Redbird basketeers opened their bag of 
tricks at Gillespie on December 8, but Red Nicolet’s 
crew had a short season of practice and enough 
games experience that they set us back by a 
26-16 tune. Alton had plenty of good shots but 
the ball wouldn’t go through the pay-off station. 
The next night we played host to Jerseyville and 
upset them 43-20. The following week the squad 
invaded Litchfield and grew better as the game 
grew older. Litchfield was plenty thankful to 
hear the final whistle while they still had a 3 point 
lead and won 33-30. Even in this defeat it began 
to look hopeful for a good season. Conference 
hostilities opened December 15, at Wood River. 
Our sharpshooters were as scarce as chicken teeth 
and it seemed as if the Oilers had magnetized their 
basket and were using a metal ball. We lost 43-15. 
Again Alton hopes were sent high when Edwards- 
ville dropped into our gym and then dropped out 
again after losing 20-15. 

During the Christmas holidays the squad 
journeyed to Mt. Vernon for the invitational 


which Alton won in 1935. A slow first 3 quarters 
lost for Alton when the fourth quarter produced 
as many points as the first three had. Albion 
won 32-28 and Granite City won the tournament. 

Play resumed after vacation on January 5, 
when we met Collinsville there. They proceeded 
to plaster us 40 to 25 but we drew blood again 
the next night when we came through late in the 
fourth quarter to subdue Madison 31-30 on their 
floor. The following week we were off color and 
lost to Belleville, there, 30-15 on Friday night, 
but hit pay-dirt in East Side on Saturday night 
where we upset Pick Dehner’s “Packers" 38-31. 
Granite City mowed us down 45-26 and looked 
like champions as early as January 19. The next 
night found Alton in Vandalia and with 3 minutes 
to go Vandalia pushed into a lead — we lost 32-28. 
Wood River called here January 25 and got away 
with a 39-29 victory to appease their anger of a 
year before when we stopped them in an over- 
time game.

On March 21, 1938, the first meeting of the 
temporary Student Council was held. First officers 
were: Gladys Watkins, chairman, and Jane Kane, 
secretary. On March 25, Eileen Ash succeeded 
Jane Kane as secretary. The membership of the 
temporary Council was made up of representatives 
elected from the counsellor groups. The meetings 
occured at irregular intervals at 3 :35 on school days.
